With one haul alone netting 3,700 gallons of wine, illicit 
liquor supply is running low, and from present indications 
will be lower yet in the near future. 

Were the average “moderate” drinker to view some 
of the birthplaces of the concoctions later sold as “good 
stuff” his desire for the “kick” would vanish, and the only 
bad taste would be that inspired by disgust. Filth of 
all kinds has been found in stills confiscated in Richmond, 
and that filth had been used in the making of a beverage 
which resulted in harm to the drinker.
